Claim R j ctions - 35 USC § 102 

The text of those sections of Title 35, U.S. Code not included in this action can 
be found in a prior Office action. 

Claims 25-44 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being clearly anticipated 
by WO 94/12874 (described as WO hereafter). 

WO teaches addition and detection of multiple dyes in a petroleum product that 
fluoresce in the far or near infrared regions. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

The text of those sections of Title 35, U.S. Code not included in this action can 
be found in a prior Office action. 

Claims 29 and 37-44 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable 
over by WO 94/12874 (described as WO hereafter). 

See WO supra. 

WO is silent to the claimed mid-infrared and the specific wavelengths of detection 
in claims 37-41. 

See the appropriate paragraph of paper 1 1 for the recitation of In re Boesch and 
its relevance to chosen wavelengths. 

In the absence of a showing of unexpected results, one having ordinary skill in 
the art would have used mid-infrared and /or the specific wavelengths of claims 37-41 
as optimization of a result effective variable based upon the chosen indicator.
